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Chou En-lai 
Notes Japan 
Heading for 
‘Neutrality’ 


By The United Press 
- Chinese Communist Premier 
Chou En-laid called Tuesday 
for normalization of relations 
with Japan and noted that 
Japan is moving toward “neu- 
trality.” 

The Red Prime Minister- 
Foreign Minister addressed 621 
members of the People’s Poli- 
tical Consultative Conference in 
Peiping, devoting much of his 
speech to an attack on the 
United States. 


“A trend toward peace and 
neutrality can be noted even 


among thée’’countries ;-partici- | | ete: 


pating in the U.S.-sponsored 
military blocs,” Chou said in the 
h which was broadcast by 
Radio Peiping. 
“In Japan, which remains 
under U.S. control, such a ten- 
dency is also developing.” 


The Red Premier, recently re- 
turned from a trip to four satel- 
lite and seven Asian nations, 
said later in the speech that: 


“I should like particularly to 
point out that, as expressed in 
the Sino-Soviet joint statement, 
a further promotion of the nor- 
malization of relations between 
China and Japan should be plac- 
ed on the order of the day.” 


He offered Chinese Commu- 
nist aid to Asian nations based 
on the five principles. 


“China desires,” he _ said, 
“that all economic cooperation 
with and aid given to the Asian 
and African countries would be 
free from conditions and would 
really help underdeveloped 
countries in their independent 
development.” 


He was particularly bitter 
toward the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine. . 


The Eisenhower Doctrine to- 
ward the Middle East, Chou 
said, was nothing new, but was 
“in a concise form the old 
method used all along by the 
United States Government in its 
aggression and expansion.” 


“The aim of the U.S. Govern- 
ment,” he said, “is precisely to 
control the Near and Middle 
East, and certainly not really 
to support the national indepen- 
dence movements of the Arab 
states.” 


The U.S. demanded the With- 
drawal of British and French 
forces from the Suez Canal 
area because it wanted “only to 
grab and take over the colonial 
positions of Britain and 
France,” Chou said, 


“Since the U.S. could aban- 
don its chief allies like Britain | 
and France to expand its own 
colonial influence, what other 
allies are there that the US. 
would not abandon?” he asked 
the meeting. 


Although international ten- 
sions are relaxing, he said, 
there is still the danger of war 
because “imperialists” will not 
abandon arms expansion.. 


The Red Premier charged that 
each time international ten- 
sions relax, “U.S. aggressive cir- 
c.e3 hastily create new tensions” 
because America is afraid it will 
lose its “lasting position in the 
so-called free world.” 


_ €hou also had strong words 
for the situation on Taiwan. He 
aceused the U.S. of expanding 
its military control over Tai- 
wan and “planning to install 
Suided missiles there in a deli- 
berate attempt to aggravate ten- 
sion in the Taiwan area.” 


“We are willing to settle the/ 


international disputes between 
China and the U.S. through 
peaceful negotiations,” Chou 
said, “but we stand firm in safe- 
guarding over state sovereignty 
and are determined to liberate 
Taiwan. We will never fall in- 
to the trap of ‘two Chinas’ laid 
by the U.S. Government.” 
“The return of Taiwan to the 
embrace of the motherland can- 
not be prevented,” he said. “No 
force in the world can forever 
Separate Chinese from Chinese.”

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Japan Hands 
Soviets New

Forestry Minister Ichitaro Ide

However, another problem, 
no less vital, is still to be soiv- 
ed: a seaport. Now fortunately, 
work has began on the construc- 
tion of*a port in the Bay of 
Kompong-Som.

upper and lower Mekong, 
Tonlesap and Bassac, now have 
to cross a frontier to reach the 
sea.

With the aid of 
France and United States, Cam- 
bodia will be able, within two 
years, to put herself on the big 
highways of the world. 


We have always to bear in

Furthermore, the recent 
journey of Chou En-lai, the es- 
tablishment of missions, the 
start of the system of Commu- 
nist China's and Soviet Russia's 
help, the improvement of our 
relations with the United States 
anc the decision of this great 
friendly country to further help 
us in. spite of our political 
neutrality, and the evolution 
without interference to our 
relations with France, all this 
shows, that through patience, 
good faith and courage, we have 
succeeded in offering ourselves, 
if not as a go-between for the 
two blocs, at least as a con- 
tributing element toward their 
coexistence. 


Ties With Japan 


To conclude, it is useful to 
remind you of the ties which 
unite Japan and Cambodia.

WOODCUT PRINTS by Junichiro 
Sekino. Exhibition at the Yoseido 
Gallery, Namikidori, west of 
Ginza. Through March 9%. 


It is hardly possible to say 
that the art of Junichiro Sekino 
has taken a new spurt of 
growth, for he has since some 10 
years or more been numbered 
among the most technically 
advanced artists of the modern 
Japanese woodcut. His famous 
portrait of the venerable Bun- 
raku puppeteer, Bungoro, has 
by now assumed the status of a 
classic and is included in all the 
books and in many collections 
of woodcut prints, | 

In that work (dated 1953), as 
well as in the portrait of the 
Kabuki actor, Kichiemeon 
(1947), Sekino had carried to 
the furthest conceivable peak 
the realistic powers of the 
woodcut. The number of sepa- 
rate blocks involved in such a 
complex color print is literally 
uncountable, for all the nuances 
of color and light on the ricn 
undulations of a character-filled 
human face are carried over 
onto the blocks, 


The manipulations in the 
print are so involved that the 
artist can hardly be persuaded 
to repeat such a design more 
than two or three times, and 
even then the differences in 
each print are boufid to be so 
noticeable as to make each 
version actually a monoprint. 


Sekino had learned this parti- 
cular mode of printing from his 
revered master, Pe great Ko- 
shiro Onchi, who had produced 
a print of this style as far back 
as 1943, in the well-known port- 
rait of the poet, Hagiwara. Both 
teacher and disciple seem, for 
a time, to have reveled in the 
achivement of raising the wood- 
block print to the level of great 
portraiture. 


It is a proof of their artistry 
that both men were not con- 
fused by the complexities of 
sheer craftsmanship and held 
firmly to strong design and the 
“feel” of the woodblock. But 
both did finally retreat from 
such displays of virtuosity and 
sought out other manners more 
truly inherent in the art of the 
woodcut, . 


For the past few years Sekino 
has been moving steadily away 
from the imitation of the brush 
and penetrating deeper and 
deeper into the nature of the 
woodblock. Just what that spe- 
Cial quality should be he has not 
yet fully answered for himself, 
but it certainly seems to in- 
dicate simplification, rather than 
complexity. In its purest es- 
sence only One block and one 
color (black) are needédy 

If the block has a fine grainy 
surface, a texture emerges in 
the most natural way. Beyond 
this point all additional colors 
are a luxury and an embellish- 
ment. The purists stop right 
here and want nothing more. 
Less ascetic and more humanist- 
ic cravings demand some colors 
of the rainbow—Oor at least the 
browns and grays of the soil. 

The normal evolution of the 
woodcut print, in historic 
phases as well as in individual 
recapitulation, thus moves from 
black, alone, to the addition of 
more and more colors and more 
and more details—up to some 
critical point. Apparently Seki- 
no had passed this peak about 
three years ago and since then 
he has béen moving in a revérse 
direction, back to the harshness 
of black and to the paring away 
of all nonessentials. The pres- 
ent exhibition, it seems to me, 
represents another level of 
achievement, higher,  surer, 
stronger than any he had reach- 
ed before. 

Or so it seems to me .., It is 
difficult to prove how one may 
surpass a print like “Bungoro,” 
Perhaps one should not attempt 
such proofs and regard both the 
former and the present styles 
as equally valid statements pro- 
duced at different moments of 
an artist’s life and calling dif- 
ferent segments of appreciation. 
The lovers of strong color may 
prefer the earlier work, 

Sekino’s color was always a 
bit acid and overassertivé, by 
muting it to off-tones and by 
reducing the number of color 
blocks, the artist has thrown 
greater emphasis on pattern of 
line and texture. 

Above all, it has left him free 
to exact from each of his few 
blocks its maximum of finesse 
in space division. This latter 
sensitivity to patterns of area 
and of placement is, to me, the

of surface to be divided and in- 
terlocked in a network of shapes 
and lines. Sometimes this em- 
erges as pure and harsh. as in 


Tile Roof by Sekino 
the design of the young muisi- 
cian at the plano—a design that 
is worthy to stand alongside 
Onchi’s famous “Violinist.” 
Sometimes it is subdivided into 
the play of smaller patterns, as 
in “Tile Roof” or it is overlaid 
with sentiment that ties a boy 
and a dog into a fusion of tex- 
tured hair and fur. 

With still greater complexity 
Sekino pushes his powers of 
balance between content and 
design to a hairfine alignment 
in such prints as “Woods” or 
“Birds and Stars.” Here color 
adds a final accent, but a minor 
cne, to a rich interplay of gray 
and black areas and a retention 
of the wood-grain. 

The trend toward black and 
white may derive, in part, from 
Sekino’s recent preoccupation 
with etching, engraving, and 
other graphic processes still 
new to him and to Japan. Here 
he is on less sure ground or the 
sharpness of the needle point 
seduces him into minutiae of 
realistic detail 

Paradoxically, the more “ab- 
stract” the blacks and the less 
realistic the detail, the more the 
humanity seems to deepen in 
this artist. The themes of his 
family, of birds, of animais, and 
of houses in the night, grow 
more lyrical when they are thus 
adumbrated. In the best prints 
he starts out from emotion, 
translates it into sharp design, 
and ends again in mood in

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Indonesia’s Difficulties 


-. The latest developments 


in Indonesia, which must be 


regordea as forming part of that country’s long struggle to 
attain a democratic form of government suited to its 
peculiar needs, will be watched with sympathy and under- 


standing in Japan. 


The remedies proposed by President Sukarno for the 
politicai and economic difficulties admittedly encountered 
hy his country since it secured its independence have not 


been received with favor by 


all Indonesians. 


Believing that the system of government in use for the 
last 11 years is wrong, although perhaps “good for Europe,” 
Mr..Sukarno has advocated a national council representing 
what he calls the “functional sectors of the community,” 
including workers, farmers, intelligentsia, businessmen, 
religious groups and the armed services, which would act 
as an advisory body to the Cabinet. He emphasizes that 
he is striving for national unity and wishes to include rep- 
resentatives of the Communists, who won 6,000,000 votes 
at the iast elections, in the Cabinet. :

has been a series of revolts and separatist movements 
leading up to the coup of Colonel Simbolon in Sumatra, 
and now capped at the weekend by the revolt of East Indo- 
nesia from the Jakarta Government in a demand for auto- 
nomy under the leadership of Lt. Col. Sumual. 

The largest political parties in East Indonesia are the 
Mosler and Christian parties and it may be supposed that 
the spark that set off the movement was the plan to bring 
the Communists into the Central Government. 

It seems that a highly centralized form of government, 


however constituted, is bound 


to encounter obstacles in Indo- 


nesia and it might be better if the country were to follow 


the federal rather than the 
case should the entire blame 


unitary pattern. But in no 
for Indonesia’s difficulties be 


laid upon the concept of democracy. 


We hope that Indonesia 


will find her way out of the . 


difficulties which beset her and that any threat of a Com- 
munist upsurge will be avoided. The experience of various 
East European countries has shown only too plainly the 
danger of allowing Communist participation in the process 


of government. 


Japan is hoping for an early settlement of the repara- 
tions issue with Indonesia on reasonable lines but unless 
there is a settled form of government in that country it is 
likely to prove difficult to come to an agreement which 
will satisfy all parties concerned.

the? have started, from developing into disaster.

ample is provided by the recent conflagration in Shizuoka. 
Local officials said the 130 million yen calamity could have 
beG@i: avoided if the fire had been spotted in time. It was 
hidden from the fire tower, it seems, by a mountain. 

This suggests something we should already know: The 
existing system of detecting and reporting fires is antiquat- 


ed and totally inadequate. 


In the final analysis, almost all fires are attributable to 
human carelessness, and the degree of carelessness in Japan 
is inordinately high. Attacking this problem calls for strong 


efforts to alert the public.

Troop Withdrawal and Scrapping of All Foreign Military Bases Proposed 


MOSCOW—Nikita S. Khrush- 
chey today (Peb. 19) in effect 
proposed that the United States 
adopt a “Fortress America” 
policy as the main item in a 


program for relaxing world ten- 
sions. 

“Soviet troops,” he said, 
“would be withdrawn to the ne- 
tional territory of the Soviet 
Union from ali the countries in 
Burope where they are now sta- 
tioned in accordance with exist- 
ing treaties and agreements, 
Meanwhile, Western European 
countries ‘would also withdraw 
their troops stationed in the 
territories of other Western Eu- 
ropean countries. The United 
States would also withdraw its 
troops to American territory 
from Europe and Asia, and 
along with that would go the 
liquidation of ali foreign mili- 
tary bases.” 

This was the most concrete 
and significant proposal put for- 
ward by this remarkable man 
in an absorbingly interesting in- 
terview of two hours, Two 
other points stood out in Mr. 
Khrushchev’s extensive discus- 
sion of foreign relations in gen- 
eral and Soviet-American rela- 
tions in particular. 

On the one hand. the Soviet 
leadership is anxious. for the 
resumption of what Mr. Khrush- 
chev called “normal diplomatic 
relations as distinguished from 
the only formally normal rela- 
tions we now enjoy.” This nor- 
malization, in Mr. Khrushchev’s 
definition, would include both 
inter-governmental meetings at 
the summit and the widest pos- 
sible extension of trade and cul- 
tural relations between the two 
halves of the world. 

Want Normal Ties 

“We particularly want to nor- 
malize our relations with the 
United States,” he said at one 
point, “because your country is 
a true great power, 
think our country also fits that 
category.” : 

On the other hand, the sug- 
gestion that the Soviet Union 
might pull out its garrisons in 
Central Europe im excNange for 
American adoption of a policy 
of strictly continental defense 
constituted: Mr. Khrushchev’'s 
only offer of a Soviet concession 
on any of the many issues 
that now divide the world. 

On Middle East oil—the life 
blood of the second and third 
Western partners, Britain and 
France—he said: 

“The peoples of the Middle 
East must be permitted to de- 
velop as they choose, and they 
must make their own use of the 
of their coun- 
tries,” he said. “At thé same 
time, we realize that Britain and 
France need Middle Eastern oil. 
But we think the oil should be 
obtained by normal commercial 


‘ transactions.” 


Penetrating Intelligence 

Mr. Khrushchey received me 
in the First Secretary’s big of- 
fice in the rather forbidding 
stone building that houses some 
of the Communist party secre- 
tariat. Except for its size, the 
room was unremarkable, having 
no distinctive decoration, 

At first glance, the man him- 
self also seems unremarkable. 
But in conversation one soon 
notices that the rather plain 
face expresses a much deeper 
and more penetrating intelli- 
gence than appears in the stock 
photographs of Mr. Kfrushchev 
being jolly. He spoke authorita- 
tively and listened attentively, 
but during the translations into

‘Asahi Shimbun stressed the 
need of an early and peaceful 
solution of the coal dispute. A 
coal mine strike, if carried out 
as scheduled, will undoubtedly 
greatly harm the nation’s eco- 
nomy, particularly small enter- 
prises and the general public’s 
daily life. Therefore, it is na- 


’ tural ‘and pertinent that the 


Government called on the two 
disputing parties to make ef- 
forts to avert the scheduled 
walkout. While the All-Japan 
Coal Miners Union is demand- 
ing a ¥2,000 wage raise and the 
¥5,000 minimum wage plan, the 
management's offer is a ¥500 
pay increase. Under the cir- 
cumstances, unless the two dis- 
puting parties reach a compro- 
mise the dispute is not likely 
to end soon. Before resorting 
te the scheduled strike, the min- 
ers should make efforts for a 
peaceful Solution through talks. 
The coal mine operators should 
also admit that the wage scale 
of the miners is lower than in 
other industries. 


Shimbun warned 
that the country’s internatioral 
account~is tending to dwindle 
markedly. As of the end of 
April last year, the nation's for- 
eign currency reserve was $1,450 
million and is estimated to 
dwindle to $1,200 million at the 
end of March. Nevertheless, 
the. Government contemplates 
appropriating about $4,500 mil- 
lion for imports in the coming 
fiseal year, or $350 million more 
than the current fiscal year. By 
the increased ‘mocrts, the Gov- 
ernment is undoubtedly design- 
ing to check the farcd inflation. 
The Government is called on 
not'to err in its fiscal and finan- 
cial policies aii to compile a 
healthy. foreign currency 
budget. . 


Yomiuri Shimbun said Israel's 
withdrawal of its armed forces 
from the Gaza Strip and the 
Aygaba Gulf, even if carried out, 


will not entirely wipe out in- 
ternational tension over the 
Suez dispute. Israel gave its 
consent to the pullout on a 
U.S. “guarantee” of free passage 
to Israeli vessels in- the Gulf of 
Agaba. However, it must be re- 
membered that the U.S. has as 
yet failed to obtain Egyptian 
guarantee on this. In other 
words, the solution, as it is, is 
not concurred to by the parties 
concerned and unsatisfactory to 
both Egypt and Israel because 
the U.S. attained its “diplomatic” 
victory only through pressure, 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) said 
such nations as the Soviet Union 
and the Republic of Korea 
should reconsider their “dogma- 
tic assertions” on territorial 
waters in order to solve the 
fishery disputes with Japan, 
Russia should withdraw its 
claim on a “Bulganin Line” and 
Korea the “Rhee Line.” While 
the two nations maintain these 
claims, it will be impossible for 
the countries concerned to 
reach satisfactory agreements. 
The paper also said Japan’s 
delegate Matsumoto made perti- 
nent remarks before the United 
Nations General Assembly late 
February that “no nation is en- 
titled to the right of restricting 
other nations’ fishing operations 
on the high seas.” 


Chugoku Shimbun = (Hiro- 
shima) regretted that- while 
many people have pointed out 
the need of building up demo- 
cracy in post-war Japan few 
have paid heed to the impor- 
tance of responsibility to society. 
In the view of the advocates of 
democracy; democracy means to 
refrain from’ being dogmatic 
and to respect others’ views and 
opinions. And therefore, there 
will bé no opposition raised to 
democracy itself. However, 
it is feared that persons in high, 
responsible positions, particular- 
ly in Government circles, are 
tending to shirk their responsi- 
bility under the cloak of demo- 
-cracy in fulfilling their duties. 


Niigata Nippo (Niigata) stres- 
sed the need of revising the 
present Criminal Code to mete 
out ‘harsher punishments for 
embezziers. The paper was 
commenting on a malfeasance 
case involving a young employe 
of the National Federation of 
Agricultural Cooperatives who 
allegedly embezzled ¥50 million 
and other cases involving offi- 
cials of the Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry and the Transportation 
Ministry. Under the present 
Criminal Code, public servants 
may be punished with a maxi- 
mum of 10 years’ imprisonment 
for malfeasance. Therefore, the 
Government should revise the 
law and “teach public servants 
that crime does not pay.” —

Nihon Keizai Shimbun said 
the Government acted wisely by 
advising both coal miners and 
coal mine operators to solve 
their dispute as quickly as pos- 
sible. With the coal stockpile 
already down to 2,310,000 tons, a 
coal mine strike would further 
aggravate the supply situation. 


.To prepare against the threa- 


tened strike, the Government 
took steps to import. a total of 
400,000 tons. However, the im- 
port will not be sufficient to 
meet the nation’s need of the 
vital fuel. The paper stressed 
that the Government will have 
to find a way to import more 
coal. Should the dispute ‘be- 
tween coal mine workers and 
mine operators be repeated 
every year, various industries 
will have to rely on heavy oil 
instead of on coal, the paper 
warned, 


Sankei-Jiji, commenting upon 
the scheduled strikes by coal 
miners, warned that unless the 
strikes are averted, the nation s 
economy will be hurled into 
chaotic conditions. It drew at- 
tention to the fact that the 
stockpiles of coal have dwindled 
to 1,400,000 tons, the lowest 
level since the big coal mine 
strike In March, 1953.

Mr. Khrushchev set the theme 
for the discussion of foreign re- 
lations with his opening state- 
ment that we “all live on one 
planet and must find the way to 
live together in conditions of 
peaceful co-existence.” The first 
step, he asserted, was for the 
Western leaders to reconcile 
themselves to the existence of 
the Socialist countries—“to ac. 
cept this, as believer would 
say, as something given by 
God.” After that, he added, 
should come the | “normaliza- 
tion” of diplomatic and other re. 
lations. 


As examples of recent “ab- 
normalities” he cited the State 
Department’s interference with 
a training contract made by the 
Soviet Department of Agricul- 
ture with a Mid-Western hybrid 
corn producing company, and 
also the State Department’s re- 
fusal of transit visas requested 
by the Russian Olympic athletes 
returning from Australia. 


These incidents, he said, “were, 
of course, mere pinpricks, but 
they were pinpricks given on 
purpose to prevent a serious ap- 
proach to the more important 
problems standing between the 
two countries.” 


High Level Contacts 


“Contacts on the highest level 
would be the most helpful,” he 
added. “I want to express my- 
self rather carefully, in order 
not to mislead American public 
opinion into thinking the Soviet 
Union is overeager for such con- 
tacts. Yet we do believe they 
would be useful, indeed essential 
if we want to build up normal 
relationships. One cannot hope 
to transmit one’s thoughts by 
magic. One cannot hope to im- 
press one’s ideas on the leaders 
of another country by remote 
control,” | 

As to the purpose of such 
meetings at the highest level, 
Mr. Khrushchev gave the famil- 
iar Soviet list of aims: “Achiey- 
ing the condition of peaceful 
coexistence, relieving the peo- 
ples of the world of unproduc- 
tive military expenditure, which 
also holds the danger of a third 
world war, with all its untold 
suffering, and opening all kinds 
of trade and cultural contacts.” 

In connection with his re- 
marks about military expendi- 
tures, Mr. Khrushchev was ask- 
ed why the Soviet leaders con- 
tinuously attacked the United 
States for its “policy of 
strength,” when the Soviet 
Union was itself making such 
an. impressive defense effort. 


U.S. Aggressive 
“The policy the United States 
is pursuing is one of aggres- 
sion, not of defense,” he replied. 
“Every country has, of course, 
the right to build up armed 
forces sufficient to defend its 
independence in case of attack. 
It is quite another thing when 
a wide net of military bases is 
being developed, far from the 
United States and close to the 
Soviet frontiers. What would 
you and what would American 
public opinion think, if the So- 
viet Union were to succeed in 
establishing bases in Mexico or 
Canada? 1 should think many 
of your people would lose sleep. 
“But we have strong nerves, 
and we calmly go about our 
business, although because of 
your policy we are compelled to 
make a great armament effort 
and to warn our people of the 
danger of war. We believe in 
fact that the United States is 
carrying on the material and 
psychological preparations for a 
third world war. Perhaps the 
purpose merely is to start a Eu- 
ropean war and to have the peo- 
ples of Europe fight each other

It was at this point that Mr. 
Khrushchev mentioned “with- 
drawal of troops from Europe” 
along with limitation of arma- 
mehts as two essential steps to- 
ward a more dependable peace. 
On being asked to develop this 
theme, he made the proposal 
cited at the opening of this re- 


port, 

He continued interestingly 
that the high-level negotiations 
needed for such an agreement 
would be “unfruitful if each side 
comes to the meeting with its 
own arguments and goes on re- 
peating them, as we did at 
Geneva, it will be unfruitful.” 


Mr. Khrushchev’ continued 
energetically with a warning 
that the “peoples of Europe will 
not tolerate their being guinea 
pigs in the hands of others” and 
will instead insist on the re- 
moval of United States bases 
from their. territories. There- 
fore, he argued, the United 
States would be wise to begin 
at once to seek a different way 
out. 

On Middle East 

Thence he passed on to the 
Middle East, which he described 
as a situation “both complicated 
and dangerous, where the smeke 
of battle has not settled. For 
these reasons, he declared, an 
agreement among the great pow- 
ers was needed that would serve 
the twin purposes already noted, 
of a guaranty of free self-devel- 
opment for the Middle Eastern 
people plus a guaranty that they 
could do what they chose with 
their oil resources, 

Mr. Khrushchev further. deni- 
ed that there was any contradic- 
tion between suggesting inter- 
governmental negotiations on 
the Middle East one day, and 
then indicting the Middle East- 
ern policy of the United States 
in the United Nations the next 
day “We wanted to call things 
by their proper names,” he said. 

With an obvious reference to 
the Eisenhower Doctrine, he 
went on: “The United States has 
repeatedly infring on this 
country’s frontiers .ayd_ inter- 
fered in the affairs other 
countries, and, therefore, we 


thought the question should be. 


raised,” 

Finally, Mr. Khrushchev was 
asked the meaning of the seem- 
ingly sudden replacement of for- 
mer Foreign Minister Dmitri T. 
Shepiloy by Andrei A. Gromyko. 


Explains Change 


He answered that the change 
was made only “in order to 
make the best use of the person- 


nel available; our policy had al- 
ready been set forth in the re- 


port to the Supreme Soviet by 
Comrade Shepilov, and no 
change of policy is implied.” 
Anyway, Mr. Khrushchev add- 
ed, Soviet foreign policy was 


made collectively by the Presi-— 


dium, and the Foreign Minis- 
ter’s task was “only to execute 
the policy’ already made.” 

Then, suddenly giving vent to 
a pleased chuckle, he concluded: 
“Even our glum comrade Gro- 
myko can also smile very nicely 
if his partners in negotiation are 
smiling too.” 

So ended -this discussion of 
foreign affairs. It left an im- 
pression of a strong, clear, prac- 
tical intellect, studying foreign 
relations with considerable as- 
tuteness, seeing particularly the 
important opportunities that 
this troubled world offers to the 
Kremlin’s policymakers, but 
viewing the whole, always and 
in all places, with the strong 
refraction of Soviet spectacles.

Nkrumah of Ghana

Kwame Nkrumah, product of 
a remote African village, a col- 
lege in Pennsylvania, and a 
British jail, has come far and 
fast in his 48 years. 


But probably the toughest 
days of his life begin on March 
6 when Britain’s Gold Coast 
Colony is proclaimed the inde- 
pendent nation of Ghana, and 
Kwame Nkrumah assumes 
power as Prime Minister—the 
first Negro to hold such a post 
in the Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. 


If there are those who doubt 
Nkrumah and Ghana will long 
survive, their doubts are tem- 
pered by the knowledge that 
were it not for this handsome, 
firebrand of a man, there almost 
certainly would be no nation. 


At present, Nkrumah has a 
strong emotional following 
throughout most of Ghana. A 
rousing speaker and _ skilled 
crowd pleaser, his appearances 
set off public displays of affec- 
tion similar to those which 
greet Jawaharlal Nehru on his 
tours throughout India. 

Nkrumah’s climb to his pres- 
ent eminence began inauspici- 


ously in a small, inland village | 


where his father was a gold- 
smith and his mother sold ci- 
garettes and rice, 


First Taste 


Roman: Catholic missions at 
Essiama and Sekondi gave 
young Kwame his first taste of 
books and knowledge and the 
outside world. He received his 
secondary education and was 
trained as a teacher at the fa- 
mous college of Achimota 
where he displayed his oratori- 
cal talents so early and so often 
that one teacher admonished: 

“You are here to learn, not to 
teach,” 


But after graduation came 
four years of teaching before 


Nkrumah set off from his na- |. 


tive land to be a student in 
America, From 1935 to 1939, 
the young man from the Gold 
Coast studied at Lincoln Univer- 
sity in Pennsylvania where he 
won a bachelor’s degree. Then 
he studied at the University of 
Pennsylvania and began speak- 
ing against British imperialism 
and for Gold Coast independ- 
ence, 


In 1945, Nkrumah went to 
London where he spent two 
years studying at the London 
School of Economics and win- 
— a law degree at the same 
time, 


Founded Party 

In 1948, Kwame returned to 
his homeland and joined the 
United Gold Coast convention. 
He left this political group to 
found and lead the Convention 
People’s Party the next year. 

The party demanded com- 
plete independence from Brit- 
ain and in 1950, Nkrumah found 
himself in jail for inciting “il- 
legal” strikes. But in 1951 un 
der a new constitution prison- 
er Nkrumah won election to 
the Gold Coast Assembly. He 
was released to become leader 
of government business in the 
Assembly. The next year, he 
was named Prime Minister of 
the colony as it began moving 
toward complete freedom. 

The progress was not always 
smooth, in part because of a 


, determined effort by the Com- 


munists to take over the na- 
tionalist movement. 

During his years in the U.S. 
and England, Nkrumah like all 
students from colonial areas 
was a target for the Commu- 
nists’ special attention. The 
Reds promised him their sup- 
port in the “fight against West- 
ern imperialism.” 

But by 1953, the Gold Coast 
Trades Union Congress was 
about to be delivered by its lead- 
ers into the Communist World 
Federation. of Trade Unions. 
Nkrumah, who had accepted, 
these union leaders as his asso- 
ciates, realized that such action 
would stall progress toward in- 
dependence. 

He announced: that there 
would be in the Gold Coast, no 
exchanging British masters for 
Russian masters.
